Many farm ers in areas seriously a f­

drought are confronted by the prob­ 
lem of insuring a supply of seed corn 
for planting in 1931, says the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
In fact, 
unless they recognize 
the

promptly and take steps to meet it 
the ill effects of the drought may not 
stop with the current crop, the de­ 
partment adds. 
“It is probable that there are few 
areas so seriously affected that suf­ 
ficient corn of loca! adapted varieties 
an not be had for planting in 1931,

Many farmers in areas seriously af­ 
fected 
by the 
extreme 
heat 
and 
drought are confronted by the prob­ 
lem of insuring a supply of seed corn 
for planting in 1931, s a y s the U . S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
In fact, 
unless they recognize 
the 
situation 
promptly and take steps to meet it 
the ill effects of the drought may not 
stop with the current crop, the de­ 
partment adds. 
“It is probable that there are few 
areas so seriously affected that suf­ 
ficient corn of loca' adapted varieties 
can not be had for planting in 1931, 
but the seriousness of the conditions 
must be recognized, and steps taken 
immediately to 
insure 
that 
enough 
seed of these varieties is saved,” the 
department 
says. 
‘Furthermore, 
it 
should be recognized that the custom­ 
ary practice of selecting only large, 
well-filled ears for seed can not and 
need not be adhered to in arena where 
drought and heat have reduced 
the 
corn crop^to almost nothing.

the subject of the first popular remon­ 
strance ever directed to the national 
government by the people of what is 
row the State of Missouri. 
It was 126 years ago this week that 
what may b- called Missouri’s ini*;r>l 
step toward participation in self-gov­ 
ernment was taken. 
The area 
now 
lying within the borders of the state 
had come under the rule of the United 
States government ns a part of the 
territory acquired in 1803 by the l/oui- 
siana Purchase. 
.And. 
following 
a 
brief period of military government, 
Congress had attempted 
to 
provide 
for the administration of the new po- 
session by an Act of March 26. 1804 
—the result of which was a wave of 
popular indignation in what was to 
be Missouri, and its climax in a ‘re­ 
monstrance and petition” for relief. 
By this act Congress divided 
the 
Louisiana Purchase acquisition 
into 
two parts; the T erritory of Orleans 
to the south, and the District of Loui­ 
siana to the north. The latter, which 
embraced Missouri, was attached 
t> 
Indian T erritory for 
administrative 
purposes—nplmced under the rule of a 
government situated in another ter­ 
ritory. 
By this provision, the people 
of Missouri were to give up a not un­ 
popular m ilitary 
government, 
with 
its seat conveniently located 
at 
St. 
Louis, and accept in its place the ab­ 
sentee rule of a governor, secretary, 
and judges residing at Vincennes, 164 
miles distant, over roads that 
were 
often impassable. 
The act contained 
other provisions equally, if not more. 


objectionable (indeed one 
prominent 
contemporary said that annexation to 
Indian Territory afforded only an os­ 
tensible objection to the Act of 1804) 
yet the question was u considerable 
one and served to focus the attention 
of ‘he people upon the general inade­ 
quacy of the Congressional provisions. 
Other grievances included: lack of 
provisions for granting 
self-govern­ 
ment; lack of protection and security 
of slavery west of the Mississippi riv­ 
er; proposed settling of eastern In­ 
dians on Louisiana soil; and nullifica­ 
tion of Spanish land grant« made sub­ 
sequent to the treaty of 
San Uden- 
fonso. 
The last is considered 
"the 
most real and deeply seated of all” 
the grievances. 
The act was to go into force Octob­ 
er 1, and two days before that date, 
sixteen representatives 
"elected 
by 
the freemen of the districts 
in 
the 
District of Louisiana” met to draw up 
the remonstrance. 
Those delegates 
were apportioned as follows: two each 
from the New Madrid, 
(’ape Girar­ 
deau. and Ste. Genevieve districts; six 
from St. Louis 
and "dependencies;” 
and four from St. Charles and "de­ 
pendencies.” 
They signed the docu­ 
ment at St. Louis. September 29, 1804. 
The remonstrances set forth in the 
petition were followed by several re­ 
quests. among which 
were: 
Home 
rule, an elective 
legislative 
council, 
representation in Congress, and re­ 
cognition of the acts of the Spanish 
regime which were to be nullified by 
the offending legislation. 
In its final form the petition dif­ 
fered radically from 
one 
originally 
prepared. 
The first draft was 
more 
severely critical, and, in addition, de­ 
clared for virtually a military govern­ 
ment. 
The intervention 
of 
an 
un­ 
named schoolmaster is held 
respon­ 
sible for the change. 
Most of the objections set forth in 
the remonstrance were remedied and 
some of the requests granted 
when 
Congress on March 3, 1805, 
within 
two months after receipt of the peti­ 


tion. passed an act changing the Dis­ 
trict of Louisiana to the T erritory of 
Louisiana, and giving it its own gov­ 
ernm ent, though deny nig it an elec­ 
tive body and reprensentation in Con­ 
gress. 
From this status, a territory 
of the lowest grade, Missouri advanc­ 
ed by gradual stages to statehood, not, 
however, w ithout resorting again to 
popular petitions, for which precedent 
was now established.
